Fortunes Won at Cards and Lost in Spec- 

ulation—He Fought for a Girl Whe 
Became His Wife—Her 

«Sad End. ° 


The members of the sporting fratern- 
ity in St. Louis have already -aised a 
large sum of money”*towards a monu- 
ment to “Daddy” Reagan. When he 
died in a hospital recently the career, of 
one of the most famous American gam- 
blers came to an end. 

Sam B. Reagan was born in Russc!!- 
ville, Ky., sixty-two years ago. His 
father wasa clergyman and was prom- 
inent in his section. Sam was the coldest 


/ son and was well educated for a boy of 


those days in that somewhat unsettled 
revion. His father was a man of some 
wealth, and among his possessions were 
several thoroughbred Kentucky horses. 
In these animals Sam fqund his greatest 
delight. and as a boy he soon became a 
clever horseman and noted throughout 
the vicinity asa daring rider and an ex- 
pert judge of horseflesh. Ho 
It was but natural that. his taste 
should turn towards the turf, and before 
he was out of his teens hé had adopted 
the life of a professional turfman.

Shrewd ata bargain, he is said to have 
made several thousand dollars with. the 
few horses he owned befere he had at- 
tained his majority. ._But.bad luck came 
to him soon after and he was soon seen 
at the gaming-tables. When twenty-two 
years old he linked his fate as a gam- 
bler with an old professional . named 
Morton. “He and Morton ran up and 
down on the Mississippi river steamers, 
occasionally getting over on the Red 
river boats, and many adventures befell 
‘*Dad” during all those years. Back in 
1852 *“‘Dad” came to St. Joseph, then 
the gateway to the Far West. 
The first story told of “Dad” is ofa 
game of poker he had with a man 
named Edgeton, a ‘‘fly” gambler, on the 
steamer La Belle Creole while on a run 
to New Orleans. ‘‘Dad” was a ‘‘square 
sport.” He never stooped to trickery, 
while the man Edgeton was directly the 
opposite in his methods of play. There 
but jack-poy and every one but 
-lgeton and “Dad” had dropped out. 
ihe amountof money inthe pot is not 
stated, but it was sufficient to excite 
both men. ‘*Dad” hada full hand, and 
kept raising each raise made by his op- 
ponent, who sat opposite to him, There 
wasa call, and ‘‘Dad” lay down his 
hand, while Edgeton dropped four aces 
on the table, and started to rake in the 
pot. Ashe didso,a fifth ace was ex- 
posed in his left hand. Quick as a 
flash ‘*‘Dad” whipped a revolver from his 
pocket and, firing, knocked the illegit- 
imate piece of pasteboard from the 
‘gambler’s hand. Then discharging his 
Colt’s revolver twice in rapid success- 
ion, he pierced both of Edgeton’s ears 
with a bullet. The wounded man drew 
an old-fashioned pistol and fired, the

and very wealthy. One man, Smithers, I 
think, was hig: name, had paid ‘Dad’a 
check for $6,000, and then bad gone to 
the bank early in the morning, and 
stopped payment on it. When ‘Dad’ 
came to cash it, of course it was no 
good, and ‘Dad’ was mad. He went 
around te. Smithers’s office, and con- 
fronting him, tore the check into a 
hundred pieces and threw them into his 
face. Then reaching into his vest 
pocket he extracted five $100 bills, and 
tossing them on to Smithers’ desk, ex- 
claimed; ‘Here, my poor man, take 
these and bey dijnner;’and stalked out 
of the .office, Smithers sent)the bills 


back the next day, and ‘Dad’ gave them 


to a missionary se¢ciety in St. Louis.”
